Personally, I think contest build good skills, but like anything else, 
they can get out of hand. Especially when the organizers and/or 
rulemakers don't take into account all the ramifications of their 
actions.

Hi Gangue, 

The Kitchen regen here is a real gas!!! If you set the knobs right you can 
listen to foreign broadcast and QRP CW at the same time. 

I used the Far Circuit board mounted about 3 inches behind the 

front Al panel in a surplus Al enclosure. An RF amp 2N2222 was selected 
and a J-310 used for the intermediate stage before the audio stage. 
Leads between controls and the PC board need a shield connected at 

the board!!!! Otherwise it gets a bit wild. 

The first coil I wound covered the 80 meter band and 5 meg 
broadcasting and the second one covers 40 at the top of of the vernier 
dial...gotta spread that one out with some trickery. 

Mechanical stability is a problem and a slab of wood is not a bad idea. 
The RX works best with the coil out in the clear and nearby metal 
affects it, so headpone connections should be on the front panel. 

A vernier for the regen control would also be friendly. 

I'm running a pack of double A's at 12V for the supply and a big 

C on the supply line to the audio amp. 

I guess I will have to add Regens to the list of contrary critters 
here ..... Pse no flak from our beloved YLs.

Now, I know this isn't a technically competent argument - 
the radiation patterns of the antenna at various frequencies, and a number 
of other factors, will probably make mince-meat of my estimates - but it 
does show that a useful signal can be radiated with this setup. It appears 
to work FB on receive too. 


This is encouraging enough that I'm going to try an external installation 
just as soon as time permits.

I Used that very system of 40 meter antennas when I was in the Pacific. It 
worked great durning the CQ world Wide Test that year. getting it to work 
with half slopers I assume you mean 1/4 Elements is a bit problematic though 
because the length on the fed lines from the switch box where calculated in 
the original design so that the unused elements looked electrically like 
refelctors or about 5% longer than the element you were using at the moment. 
You'd have to find some way to switch in inductance or just swictch in an 
extra length of wire to do the same thing with the Quater Wave or Half 
slopers. 

The areticle was in the Arrl Antenna Book for many years. But unfortunately 
I gave my copy of it away . 


Hope this helps a little.
